and in the ebuntry where they reside :

that the importation of copyrighted 
works shall be prohibited, except that 
any party may import in any one inv oico 
two copies of any book for his own use 
and not for sale ; that tho librarian of 
Congress shall once a week publish a 
list of all foreign books so copyrighted 
and furpish it to the collectors of the 
ports and to any one else who will pay 
for it,” It is belie m l that no one will 
object to this bill and that it can be­ 
come a law this year. 
Its enactment 
will stop the cheap republication of 
English books whose authors care to 
protect their rights here and will se­ 
cure for American authors in England 
all tho rights which are thus granted 
to foreign authors here.

T h e price of illuminating gas is declin­ 
ing v ery generally all ov er the country, 
especially w here tho gas works are un­ 
der municipal control. 
Chicago re­ 
cently resolv ed on dollar gas. 
Wheel­ 
ing, W. Va. owns its works and sup­ 
plies its consumers at 90 cents per 
1,000 feet. 
Richmond, Va., has owned 
and operated its gas works since Feb. 
22, 1851, with satisfactory results— 
furnishing lights free for streets and 
public buildings, paying all expenses 
for manufacture and leav ing besides 
almost enough to pay 6 per cent on 
tho whole cost of the original plant and 
subseq uent additions. 
The price of 
gas to priv ate consumers has been re­ 
duced from $4, in 1851, to $1.50. 
In 
Philadelphia the price has como down 
to $1.60. 
The experience of Euglish 
and German oities is that municipal 
gas manufacture uniformly results in 
better and cheaper gas. 
In England 
gas is now made at a not cost of 30 
cents per 1,000 feet; in New England 
some companies put it in tho holder for 
38 cents, from tho same coal as is used 
in Philadelphia. 
The London compa­ 
nies soil gas at 65 ceuts per 1,000 feot, 
and still make 12 and 13 per cent, div i­ 
dends. 
Nottingham acq uired its gas 
works in 1875, when gas was at 83 conts, 
aud in eight years reduced the price to 54 
cents, and at tho samo time increasing 
their annual profits from $25,000 to 
$165,000. Gas cost tho people of Leices­ 
ter 70 cents in 1878, when the city 
acq uired the works at a cost of $3,175,- 
000; they paid 58 cents in 1885, after 
hav ing receiv ed iu 
their corporate 
capacity $775,000, of which turn $605,- 
000 had gone to lightening taxes. 


Curious Facts About Wills. 
The numerous instances on record of 
¿he trouble and litigation which hav e 
arisen from the doubtful expression 
ind intention of testators, omissions, 
loss of the document, their destruction 
by v ermin and otherwise, would fill au 
interesting v olume. 
The delay, too, of 
men of property in making their wills 
till they become mentally incapable, or 
death prev ents their doing so, as if it 
were executing a "death warrant,” in­ 
stead a simple business transaction, is 
to be regretted 
Among numerous celebrated cases 
may be mentioned that of the great 
real property lawyer, the late Lord St. 
Leonards, whose will could not be 
found, and waa supposed to hav e been 
buried hidden about his person. Other 
eminent lawyers hav e failed to appoint 
sxecutors, omitted the date or some 
important clause or word which has 
called for the interv ention of the court 
aud often resulted in depriv ing persons 
of what the testator intended them to 
hav e, to tha enriching of the others, 
thus in some instances going to prov e 
that the “man who is his own lawyer 
has a fool for a client” 
A man will seldom bestow the same 
thought and care on his own affair that 
he will on those of other people. 
Through a clerical error I hav e seen 
“marital control” written “martial I” 
For along time it was customary to 
begin the document, “Iu the name of 
God, amen, I, A. B., being of sound 
mind and body,” and so on, the inten­ 
tion ev idently being to prev ent q uestions 
arising as to tho state of the testator’s 
mind, undue influence, etc., but it iB 
obv ious that this mere statement, un­ 
supported by ev idence, could scarcely 
“hold law.” 
Then, again, men for­ 
merly gav e back their souls to their 
Maker. 
I once came across the pro­ 
bate of a will of a sea-faring man, which 
ran: “First, I humbly * beq ueath my 
soul to God, my Maker, beseeching 
His gracious acceptance and forgiv eness 
of all my sins; my body I giv e to the 
earth or sea, as it shall please Him to 
order. 
My worldly affairs I dispose of 
as follows.” 
Most lawyers, while propely resent­ 
ing interference with their prov ince, 
“rgd tape,” by “amateurs,” often reap 
a rich harv est from the usual bundling 
of such meddlers. 
I remember a case 
where a party had his will prepared, 
and a codicil afterwards indorsed in 
proper legal form. 
Req uiring a second 
codicil, he thought it an easy matter to 
add it himself aud thus sav e expense. 
He wrote it all right, taking the pre­ 
v ious one for a guide, and called in two 
“credible” persons, who affixed their 
names as “witnesses” to its due “excu- 
tion.” Bnt the testator had unfortu­ 
nately omitted to sign it, and it doubt­ 
less formed a nice point of law for the 
court to decide as to whether being 
written by the testator himself, com­ 
bined, of course with the witnesses’ 
signatures and testimony, it constituted 
“execution” of the codicil 
The term “Cut off with a shilling” 
has become the subject of a stage play, 
and it bears a well known relation to 
to wills. 
I q uestion, howev er, whether 
there are many authentic instances of 
its hav ing been actually employed in 
writing, being perhaps more significant 
of a father’s threat to an offending son 
I did, howev er, come across a genuine 
case in the improv ed will of a farmer, 
written by himself in a memorandum 
book, in which he said (in ter a lia) : “I 
giv o to my son John one shilling, sterl 
ing, money of Great Britain 
.—Detro it 
Free Press.

Brooklynites were at first inclined to 
look upon steam laundries with sus­ 
picion. 
They contended, and with a 
good deal of truth, that in passing 
through the machinery the collars and 
culls became worn and frayed. 
Acids, 
too, were sometimes used, and these 
had a tendency to eat the linen. 
The 
machinery used at first was crude. But- 
ton-holes were freq uently torn out, while 
occasionally a collar would emerge from 
the process dev oid of its outside linen. 
One of the most interesting pieces of 
machinery to be seeu in a steam laun­ 
dry is the whizzer. 
This machine 
which dries the clothes, makes 1,000 
rev olutions a minute, and is similar to 
the sugar refiner in its methods of 
operation.

The teeth were perfect.

would seem to be the skeleton of a 
man between thirty and forty years of 
age.

The Nutriment in Oysters. 
Speaking roughly, a q uart of oysters 
contains, on an av erage, about the same 
q uantity of actual nutritiv e substance 
as a q uart of milk, or a pound of v ery | 
lean beef, or a pound and a half of 
fresh codfish, or two-thirds of a pound 
of bread. 
But while the weight of the 
actual nutriment in the different q uan­ 
tities of food material named is v ery 
nearly tho same, the q uality is widely 
different 
That of the v ery leau meat 
or codfish contains what is called, in 
chemical language, potein compounds, 
or “flesh formers” -• the substances 
which make blood, muscle, tendon, 
bone, brain, and other nitrogenous 
issues. 
That of the bread contains 
jut little of theso and consists chiefly 
of starch, with a little fat and other 
compounds, which serv o the body as 
¡mol and supply it with heat and mus- 
culaar power. 
The nutritiv e substance 
of oysters contains considerable of both 
the flesh-forming and the more espe­ 
cially heat and force giv ing ingredients. 
Oysters come nearer to milk than al­ 
most any common food material as 
re- 
gurds both the amounts and the rela­ 
tiv e proportions of nutrients and their 
food v alues, of eq ual weights of milk 
and oysters —L e.t their v alues for sup­ 
plying tho body with material to bnild 
up its parts, repair its wastes, and fur­ 
nish it with heat and energy would 
be

THE RULERS OF EUROPE. 


A List o f fit« Liv ing Kinimro rs, King s, a nd 
Presidents. 
[New Yo rk Bun.] 
Queen Victoria now holds a place 
among the oldest sovereigns of Europa 
In May of next y ear she will be 70 y ears 
of age. 
She has been on the throne 
for half a century . 
She enjoy s good 
health, and bids fair to live and reign 
for many y ears vet. 
If she attains the 
age of her grandfather, George I I I , 
she will wield the scepter (barring ac­ 
cidents) up to the y ear 1901. 
If at that 
time her son, the Prince of Wales, be­ 
comes king, he will have reached the 
ripe age of 60 y ears, and his tendency 
to baldness will, doubtless, have be­ 
come more marked than it is now. 
The new German Emperor Frederick 
is 57 y ears of age, and the Empress, the 
daughter of Queen Victoria, is 48 . 
Judging from photographs, he does not 
closely resemble his departed father iu 
the face, but she looks very much like 
her mother. 
If Frederick should live 
to be as old as bis father, and perhaps 
he may , he will wear his crown, (bar­ 
ring accidents) ui> to the y ear 1922. 
His ailments dim his prospects, but the 
Scotch Dr. Mackenzie may banish his 
ailments. 
The King of the Belgians, Leopold 
II., is 53 y ears old, and if he should 
reign tillh e reaches the age at which 
his father died he will be King up to 
the y ear 1910. 
He has been on the 
throne nearly twenty -three y ears. 
The Emperor of Austria, Francis 
Joseph, is 58 y ears old, and he has 
worn th 6 imperial crown for forty y ears. 
His predecessor was his uncle, who 
abdicated the throne in his favor when 
but 55 y ears old, because he was tired 
of the turmoil and trouble. 
Francis 
Joseph is a polished scholar, a linguist, 
an equestrian, an admirer of military 
pomp, and a charmer. He is healthy , 
and bids fair to reign for a long time 
y et (barring accidents). 
The King of Italy , Humberto I., is 
44 y ears old, and has worn the crown 
since the death of his father, ten y ears 
ago. 
He is but the second of the 
Kings of United Italy and his home is 
in the eternal city of Borne. 
The Emperor of Russia, Alexander 
IIL , is 43 y ears old, and mounted the 
throne after the death of his father, 
seven y ears ago. 
The King of Denmark, Christian IN., 
is 70 y ears of age, or a y ear older than 
Queen Victoria, and is the second oldest 
monarch in Europe. 
He has wielded 
the scepter for a quarter of to century , 
or just half as long as the British 
Queen. 
One of his daughters is the 
wife of the Bussian Czar; another of 
them is the wife of the heir apparent 
to the British crown, and his second 
son is King of Greece. 
The King of Sweden and Norway , 
Oscar IL, is in his 60th y ear, and has 
reigned for sixteen y ears. 
He has 
fa v o red a o nie v o fo nuo . 
The King of Portugal, Luis I., is 50 
y ears old, and is a man of enterprise 
and progress. 
He has been for twenty - 
seven y ears a King. 
The power and authority of the King 
of Spain, Alfonso X1IL, who is not 
y et two y ears old, is limited by the re­ 
gency of his mamma. 
He never saw 
bis roy al sire. 
The King of Greece, or King of the 
Hellenes, Georgips I., is 43 y ears of 
age, and has been King for a quarter of 
a century , or since he was 18 , at which 
age he w as elected to the Hellenic 
throne. 
He finds it a hard job to rule 
the modern 
Greeks or keep their 
faver. 
The Sovereign or Sultan of Turkey , 
Abdul Hamid II., is 46 y ears old, aud 
succeeded to the throne twelve y ears 
ago, when the majesty who preceded 
him was deposed. 
He is the twenty - 
eighth Sultan since the conquest of 
Constantinople by the Turks. 
The King of the Netherlands, Will­ 
iam III., is the oldest 
m onard in 
Europe, being now of the age of 71, 
and entered upon the fortieth y ear of 
his reign recntly . 
The King of Koumonia, Carol I., is 
49 y ears of age, and was proclaimed 
King only seven y ears ago, but before 
that time he had been for fourteen 
y ears the domnul of his subjects. 
The King of Servia, Milan L, is 34, 
and xvas crownsd only six y ears ago, 
but before that he had held the throne 
for fourteen y ears by election as Prince 
Milan Obrenovie IV. 
He is the fourth 
of his dy nasty since Servia threw of!'tho 
Turkish y oke iu 18 29. 
His predecessor 
was assassinated. 
The reigning Prince of Montengro is 
Nicholas I., who is 
47 y ears 
old, 
and has 
reigned 
for twenty -eight 
y ears. 
In Germany there are three Kings 
and a Grand Duke, besides the Em­ 
peror of Germany and the King of 
Prussia, who are one. 
There are tho 
King of Bavaria, the King of Wurtem- 
burg, the King of Saxony , and the 
feigning Grand Duke of Baden. 
There are iu Europe two kingless 
conutries—France and 
Switzerland. 
Both of t)*;so Republics seem to be 
able to get along and keep the peace 
without the guidance of kings or lm- 
perors. 
The President of the French Repub­ 
lic, Mr. Carnot, is 51 y ears of age, and 
was elected to office fn December last. 
He is a graduate of the Poly technic 
School in Paris, and held various offices 
before his election as President There 
are over 38 ,(MM),000 people 
iu the 
French Republic. 
In the 
Republic of Switzerland the 
highest official of the government is 
the President of tho Federal Council, 
who is elected by the Federal Assembly , 
holds office for the term of one y ear, 
and enjoy s a salary of $3,000 per an­ 
num. 
The President for the present 
y ear is Ma. W F. Hertenstein. A Presi­ 
dent is not eligible to re-election until 
a y ear after the end of bis term of 
o ffice. 


Tbe people of the kingdoms and em* 
pires of Europe, besides sustaining the 
sovereigns with their 
families and 
courts, have the privilege of upholding 
a prodigious sy stem of aristocracy . 
It 
is well for us that our fathers broke the 
roy al power in the United States and 
Forth America. 


The Co mmerce o f Chili* 
Wheat has, for the last seventy -five 
y ears, been one of the main staple pro­ 
ducts of Chili, and when forty y ears 
ago gold was discovered in California, 
Chilian steam-ground flour was the 
first consumed in the mines, remaining 
the staff of life till in 18 54; the first 
steam four mills were started in the 
new State, and subsequently the latter 
became even a greater wheat-producer 
than Chili 
The only flour which 
Chili had to compete with during the 
pioneer times of the Golden State was 
Richmond, Va., flour, 
the favorite 
brands of which in the mines, were at 
tho time “Gallego” and “Haxall." 
Chili, during six or eight y ears, from 
18 49 to 18 57, became rich through its 
California traffic; the flour, barley , 
Chili beans and dried peaches in cakes 
consigned from 
Valparaiso to San 
Francisco left big fortunes to Chilian 
consignors, the flour separately bring­ 
ing as much as $20 per bag of 300 
>ounds, Spanish, on the dock at San 
raucisco, and other goods in propor­ 
tion. 
After the California market was 
ost, Australia, where gold was discov­ 
ered in 18 53, became a mine for Chilian 
wheat, etc., growers and millers, nearly 
as rich,and continued giving spendid re­ 
turns even longer. 
Subsequently the 
Cape of Good Hope was added, and 
Chilian flour was besides shipped to 
Peru, Ecuador, the La Plata States 
and Brazil, even to the Pacific coast of 
Mexico and Central America. 
The 
Chilian wheat is of as good quality as 
California, and the flour not inferior to 
Baltimore. The only wonder is thafc 
as a wheat producer, Chili has since 
then not become as important a coun­ 
try as California. 
Now Chilian wheat 
finds its way chiefly to Europe, where 
it commands the top of the market. 
At any rate the productive capacity of 
the Republic,in this line is very great, 
and may bepushed to a greater devel­ 
opment at any time in the future unless 
prices should decline so much in the 
world’s markets that it cannot stand 
the freight from Valparaiso to Liver­ 
pool. 
Chili is one of the most interesting 
countries of South America, inasmuch 
as it is not only a great cereal-produc­ 
ing country , but turns out some 35,000 
tons of copper, now leaving big profits 
to the mining interests down there, and 
an almost unlimited amount of nitrate 
of soda, which is consumed abroad as 
manure. 
Chili also possesses tolerably 
rich silver mines. 
The Bepnblio is 
moreover famous for its uninterrupted 
civil tranquility , being the only Span­ 
ish-American 
country where revolu­ 
tions are 
a thing unknown. 
Chili 
covers an area of 753,216 square kilo­ 
meters, and has a population of 
2,000- 
000: the climate is mild and healthy 
throughout; the only drawback is fre­ 
quent earthquakes. 
The indebtedness 
on April 30, 18 8 7, was $8 3,49 1,326* 
The budget for 18 8 7 fixed the inosme 
estimate at $43,000,000, and the outlay 
at $34,09 7,323. 
The only disturbing 
element in finance is the paper money , 
of which there is abont $ 20,000,000 cir­ 
culated, but it is gradually being re­ 
deemed. 
The strength of the perma­ 
nent army is $5,547 men, and there is 
besides a national guard numbering 
48 ,8 54 men. The navy consists of eight­ 
een armored vessels, with together 
seventy -five guns, 17,08 0 ton capacity , 
4,550 horse power, and manned by 
1,9 8 8 sailors. 
The merchant marine 
consisted in 18 8 6 of 173 vessels, of 
a

fully equ als what we shou ld term g reat 
ex cess, declare that this form of dis­ 
ease of the ey e is there u tterly u n ­ 
kn own . 
There are n ation s where tho 
smokin g of tobacco is beg u n by in fan ts 
before they can walk, an d where the 
habit is u n iv ersal; an d where these 
w iseacres correct iu their etiolog y , the 
en tire adu lt popu lation ou g ht log ically 
to be blin d. 
Ex n n o d tece Qtu n ea . 
Not a sin g le 
charg e brou g ht ag ain st tobacco has a 
better basis. 
With g reat wisdom it is 
remarked how much better health some 
in div idual has attain ed sin ce ceasin g to 
use tobacco. 
Bu t an y decisiv e chan g e 
iu lon g -con tin u ed habit 
ev en what are 
termed “g ood habits”—is often tem­ 
porarily ben eficial.

Man y of its delig htfu l 
lan dscapes hav e been cau g ht by the 
mag ic of my camera an d adorn the pic­ 
torial record of my flig hts by wheel. 
On this particu lar aftern oon I was 
makin g my way alon g the v alley by a 
road n ew to me an d was en joy in g from 
the saddle, to the fu llest ex ten t, all the 
beau ties presen ted.

o f these odd.ifi« *3, ho wever, po s s e s s little 
value o utside o f the purely picturesque, 
and depend fo r even that o a individual 
taste. 
A 
few are quite reaso nable. 
Amo ng the latter may be classed a peeu- 
liar industry no t yet o f a size to admit o f 
it* being tro ubled much by the state o f 
the labo r market. 
This calling is en­ 
tirely in the hands o f a few wide awake 
Swiss, who se ateliers are scattered o ver 
the upto wn business po rtio ns o f 
the 
city, and is dignified by the title o f “ ar- 
t,stie repairing.” 
One o f tl »e best kno wn and busiest o f 
their number was, when called upo n, 
engaged o n jest such a task. 
‘ * We 
have,” he said, “ very few sho p secrets 
1 « cause o ur trade is entirely o ne o f deli­ 
cacy and skill and invo lves such a va­ 
riety o f knacks that we have little fear 
o f co mpetitio n. 
There is abso lutely no 
restrictio n as to the nature o f the article 
bro ught to us fo r repair, o r as to the 
amo unt o f damage it has sustained, to 
lie within o ur ability to resto re 
it. 
Mo st o f o ur patro ns being ex tremely 
wealthy, we are trusted daily with the 
rarest and nu st co stly articles, which 
wo uld never l><< placed in the hands o f 
inex perienced wo rkmen, so that what 
we do is bo th ex pensive and in keeping 
with the elegance o f the article to be 
mended. 
“ Yo u can judge o f the ex tent o f o ur 
o peratio ns so mewhat when I tell yo u 
that I am a watchmaker, cabinetmaker, 
painter in oil aud water co lo rs, carver o f 
wo o d, marble and ivo ry, mo deler in clay, 
a musician and chemist, all co mbined. 
In any o f tlwrn* branches 1 sho uld pro b­ 
ably pro ve a distinguished failure alo ng­ 
side o f men who have devo ted a lifetime 
to the particular o ne, but in Geneva 
where 1 was educated, we are taught to 
be careful, and I have learned eno ugh 
and practiced lo ng eno ugh to be able to 
jierfo rm successfully the essential part o f 
my business, which is to co py faithfully 
and naturally whatever is set befo re me. 
This po rcelain vase at which I am no w at 
wo rk is a very o rdinary jo b. 
I received 
it in six ty-fo ur pieces, each piece, cal­ 
culating by the o riginal value o f jar, 
having co st so mething al>ove $2. 
This 
makes it slightly wo rth repairing. 
“The so undest and largest po rtio n was 
the bo tto m, which was abo ut three times 
as thick as the rest and, o f co urse, sto o d 
the fall better. In the co urse o f an ho ur’s 
search I managed to find a little sectio n 
that fitted ex actly to a nick in the first. 
This was securely fastened in its place 
with cement and set away to harden. It 
is impo ssible at this stage o f pro ceedings 
to put o n mo re than o ne piece at a time. 
Other wo rk is dispo sed o f and in co urse 
o f time ano ther fragment added to the 
o riginals, then a fo urth and fifth, and so 
o n. 
The vase has gradually gro wn in 
this way to its o riginal pro po rtio ns. 
As 
no thing but the finest and whitest cement 
U used, the dirty streaking that charac­ 
terizes badly mended china is avo ided. 
Ho wever, several o f the bro ken bits have 
been lo st and so me have crumbled so fine 
as to be unavailable. 
This leaves an ugly 
ho le in the side, a large nick in the rim 
and co mpletely ruins 
a beautiful painted 
bo uquet. 
I heat a stick 
o f a certain 
plaenu substance 
o f my o wn inventio n 


and Carefully fill in the gaps yet left. 
With a fine steel spatula the material is 
pared do wn even o n bo th sides, intro ­ 
duced into the nicks and is carefully 
mo lded into the delicate curl o f tlie rim, 
which it imitates ex actly. 
In o ne ho ur 
these additio ns are firmly set and almo st 
as hard as the o riginal material. 
With 
palette in hand they are treated by me to 
several cents o f o il co lo r o f ex actly the 
same tint as the po rcelain. The ro ses are 
resto red by painting the lacking parts in 
o n the new surface, and the lines o f 
cement co vered up in the same way. 
A 
co at o r two o f isinglass varnish and— 
well—there is a vase that co st $125, in 
which the sharpest eye wo uld fail to de­ 
tect a flaw and altho ugh the o uter co at 
o f varnish might feci a little funny to 
the fingers o f a co nno isseur. 
“Frequently cabinets o f rare and ex ­ 
pensive wo o ds are sent to us which by 
so me fatality have been split, ro tted o r 
stripped o f certain parts o f the o rnamen­ 
tatio n. 
We cut away the damaged parts, 
r sto re the same variety o f wo o d o r a 
perfect imitatio n thereo f, and carve it to 
match. 
I have no w o n hand a Japanese 
cabinet, the to p edges o f which were o r­ 
namented with a ro w o f little ivo ry 
figures like chessmen, half o f which were 
go ne. 
I am carving o ut ex act duplicates 
o f every o ne to replace their fello ws, and 
ex pect to make a very creditable jo b o f 
it. 
Marble statuary, terra co tta and 
o ther o rnaments we rejo in if bro ken, and 
add well mo lded replicas o f missing po r­ 
tio ns, if there are such. 
We clean arms 
and urmo r fo r co llecto rs, which is in it­ 
self a trade, as the dirt and rust must be 
remo ved with acids witho ut affecting the 
blackness and o x idatio n o f the metal 
which guarantee the 
antiquity. 
The 
slightest sign o f po lish o r repair wo uld be 
an irreparable damage. 
Fo r armo r, to o , 
we co nstruct fearful and wo nderful war­ 
rio rs, stuffed with straw and with wax 
heads, o n which the iro n harness is 
riveted as ‘In days o f o ld, when knights 
were bo ld. ’ 
But so meho w these seem 
pretty tame, 
“ Our mo st impo rtant wo rk has to do 
with a certain class o f mechanical matters. 
We study o ut the wants o f o ld fashio ned 
clo ck mo vements which are unintelligible 
to the mo dem ho ro lo gist. 
Bo rne o f these 
are entirely o f wo o d, wheels and pinio ns 
alike. 
We make wo o den wo rks fo r the 
o ld cases, and superintend the making o f 
eases fo r o ld mo vements. 
The vario us 
sets o f chimes and musical wo nders co n­ 
cealed in o ld fo reign clo cks are familiar 
to us, where it wo uld require weeks o f 
ex aminatio n fo r mo st peo ple to co mpre­ 
hend them. 
The line po ints o f these ar­ 
ticles must he leared abro ad, so that we 
rank as ex po rts in this line.” —New \o rk 
Btar.

The system o f handling baggage o n the 
co ntinent is even mo re antiquated and 
bungling than the English system. 
Yo u 
canno t send yo ur baggage o n ahead o f 
yo u witho ut risk o f lo sing it. 
If yo u 
wish to stef» o ff at any particular place, 
yo u must have yo ur baggage registered 
fo r that place. 
This registering o f bag­ 
gage wo uld no t bo to lerated fo r o ne 
mo ment bv an American public. 
Yo u 
are oblige*I to fo llo w the po rters, who 
pick o ut yo ur kiggage fo r yo u and carry 
it into a registratio n ro o m. 
There yo u 
stand in line while it is weighed and an 
insjHH'tor leisurely fills o ut fo ur elabo rate 
blanks, 
Two M these blanks are kept in 
the o ffice, o ne is pasted upo n the trunk 
and the fo urth o ne is given to yo n. 
I timed the registering o f two little 
pieces o f baggage the o ther day at Ilo o s- 
endaal and fo und that it to o k me ex actly 
fifteen minutes fro m the time I left the 
train until 1 had o btained the little slip o f 
paper which wo uld entitle me to my bag­ 
gage at my nex t sto pping place. 
The 
railway co mpanies in no case pay fo r the 
handling o f yo ur baggage. 
Yo u have to 
attend to this yo urself, and pay the 
fKirters fo r carrying it to the statio ns, to 
the train in the first place, and to and 
fro m the registratio n o ffice when neces­ 
sary, 
In additio n to these delays yo u 
have upo n every fro ntier the custo m 
ho use inspectio n, which takes even lo nger 
than the registratio n. 
But yo u are never 
hurried, plenty o f time is always given, 
and so yo u do no t feel very much anno yed, 
in spite o f the bo ther yo u have.—T. C.

The Mex ican wheat is 
o f the finest quality, and tho ught by ex ­ 
perts to be supeiio r to the finest Cali­ 
fo rnia o r Minneso ta wheat. 
It is a 
curio us fact that butter is no t in general 
use in this co untry. 
So meho w peo ple 
manage to get alo ng witho ut it, and o ne 
go o d reaso n is tliat there is no really fine 
grade butter to be had, 
I have fo und 
the Danish butter in tins to be go o d, 
especially when carefully wo rked o ver in 
co ld water. 
American canned butter 
sent here is rancid stuff. 
Denmark gets 
the Mex ican trade by reaso n o f pro duc­ 
ing a go o d, so und article.—City o f Mex ­ 
ico Co r.
